U. &. TROOPS IN THE FIELD. 


Rosesyp INDIAN AGENCY, } 
SoutH Daxora, Sunday, Feb. 8, 1891. 


I mAVE soldiered in the mountains of Nevada and 
en the bleak plains of Idaho and Utab, but I de- 
clare, my friend, for genuine freezing, penetrating 
cold give me South Dakota every time. I have been 
given a chance to look in on two companies of 
United States infantry, forming this little garrison 
at the Rosebud Indian Agency. The garrison is 
composed of Co. B, 8th Inf., Capt. Chas. Porter, 
with W. L. Pitcher as Ist lieutenant. Capt. Boyle, 
2ist Inf., commands the other company, with Chas. 
Bonestee! and Walter McFarland as lieutenants. 
Capt. Porter is post commander; Lieut. McFarland, 
adjutant, and Lieut. Pitcher is commissary officer 
and post quartermaster; Surg. A. B. Heyl takes 
care of the Medical Department. This 1s what is 
left of the original garrison which came here in 
November last, when the Sioux went on a strike. 
After settling indian difficulties we bad a cold ride 
of 35 miles over the prairies between the railroad 
and the Rosebud. We tind the troops in camp in 
conical wall tents, which is an improvement on the 
old Sibley tent of war times. 

The camp is compact and the tents well grouped 
on a plateau above the Rosebud Creek and near the 

epcy. We looked in on the boys. We find them 
9 in a tent. Some havecovered the ground on 
which their tents are pitched with burlap or sack- 
ing, and on top of this placed fresh hay; then comes 
their gray blankets to sleep on. A small Sibley 
stove isin the centre. Neatly arranged about are 
the men's field equipments, arms and belts full of 
ammunition. The men have no picnic. They have 
got just what is absolutely necessary for a soldier in 
ithe field, no more. There is po dining room, no 
table to sit at, and no chairs to sit on. 

When supper was announced [| saw each soldier 
reach for his tin plate and cup and skip lively for 
the mess tent and receive from the “chef”’ his al- 
lowance of coffee and rations. Away they went 
through the driving suow or sleet, as happened to 
be coming down at thetime. Watch them return 
later and sit about on the ground and laugh and 
joke and stow away their supper. We visited the 
guard tent, where we found the guards pucying 
themselves getting ready for the night of guar 
duty. There were tbree posts with three men in 
each relief. The sergeant of tbe guard, an old 
veteran, told us that we would havea biizzard be- 
fore the night was over. He was right, and it was 
not long before it came. 

Wesaw a wan being put on post—he was certain! 
well clad for his cold work. A fur cap, coming well 
dowp over bis ears; a heavy canvas ulster, lined 
with black soft blanket, coming down to the man’s 
heels; heavy arctic overshoes and fur gloves, a rifle 
and belt of cartridges ve his outside rig. 
Before darkness came on we bad a look at the com- 
missary tent, where we found a bountiful supply of 
groceries and everything ship shape under the care 
of Act. Comy. Sergt. Julius Reinke. Supplies for 
immediate field or garrison service was right at 
hand. 

Next we found the quartermaster’s tent, with Mr. 
Dick Sey mour, chief clerk, in charge. Here we found 
Geesowr and extracamp and garrison equipage, 
winter clothing, and many articles to add tothe 
men’s comfort while in the field. We found post 
headquarters in a wall teat and the adjutant hard 
at work on the post returns, and the post hospital 
wel) located on the east side ofcamp. This last estab- 
Hshment was no mean affair. ln the centre was a 
frame building, 16 ft. square, well floored, in which 
was the dispensary, a good supply of medicine, and 
about was the hospital steward and his attendants 
just off. Each side of the building was a couple of 
hospital tents, floored with lumber, which did duty 
as wards. Fortunately there has been but little use 
for this hospital on account of the good health of 
z0° command. 


THE BLIZZARD MAKES ITS CALL, 


Now comes the blizzard. Before we could reach 
our tent it was upoo us. We hunted our tent quick, 
real quick. An attempt was made to get supper, 
but we thanked our stars we had not perished of 
eold—frozen stiff would be better—in coming from 
the mess tent to our home, where the pight was to 
be spent. As the wind blew and rusbed in mad 
gusts against our canvas house we drew closer 
about us our heavy ulsters. Our heart was sad as 
we thought of the mules and borses that we had 
seen but a short time before tied to the picket line. 
Poor dumb brutes, with no mure coveriug than the 
horse blankets that were put over them by their 
thoughtful drivers. 

Let her g0, Gallagher!—bang flapped the canvas, 
a rush of wind wib the fury of a thousand mad 
demons, then a flurry of snow, and the whole of the 
interior of the tent would be filled with snow. Was 
the air cold? Ob, my! We bad a good supply of 
chopped cotton-wood. We put the wood in our 
Sibley stove until we got tired. Such a thing asa 
visit among neighboring tents was out ef the ques- 
tion. It was maply a oe par] of everybody taking 
care of himself. The wind and driving show seemed 
to come with more fury every hour. We thought 
of the sentinels, and were giad that we were not 
a soldier of the guard. Later on we covered our- 
selves up with robes, canvas and blankets, and we 
put everything on us except the stove. 

Bang, whirr, and rattle would go the tent, and 
then a gust of iey wind and a fiurry of snow as fine 
as sand would sailin. Ob, yes, its lots of fun to be 
a soldier in South Dakota in the winter. Sleep! 
well there was not much sleep fer any one last 
night. It seemed as though the blizzard in its fury 
would sweep the little camp off the face of the 
earth. An attempt was made to have reveilie, but 
it did not work. We heard first call, but the trum- 
pet froze up before the call was finished; that ended 
reveille. Daylight had come, our fire had gone out 
long before; something like a Saratoga trunk full of 
snow bad distributed itself about our tent, over the 
foot of my couch, aud on the stock of dry wood 
ay near. Ob, it’s lots of fun for thesoldier in Da- 

ag the winter. u 

put on wy slippers and loaf about in m 
dressing gown before go in? No, you oan 
= bet I didn’t. I turned in with my boots and 
eggins on, a fur cap down well over by ears, and I 
only threw off my heavy pea-jacket to fool myself 





into the belief that I had gone to bed. Putting on 
my overcoat and arctic overshoes comprised my 

let. Thoughtful man Friday bad placed a bucket 
of clear water from the rippling Rosebud near at 
band. That was a dandy bucket of water this 
morning when I gazed upon it—solid ice. [’d like 
to have it some day next August when we are 
out on a practice march. It would make cool drinks 
for the whole command. 

A look outside of my tent—Whew! I oncesawa 
nowe representing the finding of our present 
Ybief Signal Officer and his comrades away off in a 
bleak and frozen-up-looking place in the Arotic 
Ocean. That picture came before me. The air 
cleared for a moment and [ gota glimpse of the 
camp. The picture was one of desolation. The 
business looked desperate.

Not a living thing was seen 
except the lonely sentinel in front of the guard 
= doing his level best to keep from freezing to 


Excuse me! I think I would rather hunt Indians 
in Florida or the Island of St. Thomas. I haven’t 
seen such a storm as this in my travels. I must con- 
fess I was concerned. I feared some of the com- 
mand had perished in their very beds. [ struck into 
that storm, ploughed tbrough deep snow drifts, and 
found that the men were all alive, but had preferred 
remaining well covered with their blankets, cloth- 
ing, canvas and snow to getting up and facing the 
storm. Now, this blizzard stayed with us with all 
its fury—no let up at ali—until about dark this eve. 
The wind has now gone down, we are buried in 
snow, and the place looks as though it had been 
etruck by seven earthquakes, four tidal waves and a 
couple of tornadoes. Some of the men froze their 
hands and faces, and it is understood that some of 
- public animals froze to death tied to the picket 

ne. 

An old-timer said to some of the officers a few 
days ago: “ Boys, you will have a blizzard some day, 
and then there will be fun.’’ Well, it came, and we 
can get along without any more. It is hoped that 
to-morrow it will be clear and the boys will geta 
chance to thaw out. 

News has reached here that Capt. Jesse Lee, the 
newly-appointed Indian [nspector, is on his way 
here from Pine Ridge with 600 runaway Brule 
Indians, bringing them home. At last accouuts, he 
was about half way. 

It is thought that he is accompanied by a part of 
the 6th Cavalry. Nowif thiscommand has been 
caught out 1n the open country by the frightful 
storm which has just passed, there must have been 
some suffering and loss of hfe. 

The héadquarters of the 8th Infantry and two 
companies, A and H, of that regiment, under the 
command of Lieut.-Uol. A. T. Smith, left Fort Nio- 
brara, Neb., a few days since on their way to Fort 
McKinney, Wyo., where the future home of the 8th 
Infantry.isto be. At last reports the command bad 
gotten to the end of the Fremont, Bikborn and 
N. W. Val. R. R., at a pomt130 miles from McKin- 
ney, and were about to start ona tramp througb 
the country. This march at this season of the year 
is considered by some of the old hands as a very 
dangerous trip to attempt. [f Col. Smith encounters 
such weather as this command has just experienced 
he may lose some of his men.

THE TRAGEDY AT ALCATRAZ, CAL. 


Tue 28th of January, last, was a sad day for the 
people (all classes) at the military posts iu the har- 
bor of San Francisco, and the rock of Alcatraz, 
visible to all of them, was scanned in sadness by 
many a tearful eye: nor did the shadows of night 
throw a welcome veil over the dismal view, for the 
beacon light of the island shone weirdly in wonted 
splendor, as if exulting that just beneath it lay, stiff 
and cold, the bodies of a popular young officer and 
his still younger wife, whose taking off had been so 
tragic and so unexpected. And yet the bay over 
which Alcatraz stands a silent sentinel was never 
more peaceful and lovely than on that awful day: 
the sun never shone more brightly; the hills and 
slopes were never more green; vot acloud specked 
the blus firmament; not a breeze rippled the placid 
waters: but the sbadows were scarce lengthening 
when the dreadful news flew from rock to city and 
city to posts: Dr. Dietz, the Post Surgeon of Alcatraz, 
has killed his wife and himself. 

£ course, there were all sorts of surmises as to 
the motive for the deed, and, of course, the foul 
tongue of the scandal monger set itself in motion 
with cheerful alacrity. Thank heaven, it was love’s 
labor lost this time, and not ashadow rests upon the 
memory of the gentle and lovely victim of a man- 
iacal hand, guided by a disorganized brain. Poor 
woman! And still poorerman! Both so young, so 
loveable: the present so happy, the future so prom 
ising. Verily, in the midst of life we are in death. 

Itis the opinion of those best able to judge that 
Dr. Dietz committed the deed with premeditation, 
but that he was undoubtedly insane at the time. 
There is entire absence of motive fur such a deed. 
Mrs. Dietz was an unassuming, sweet-tempered little 
woman, much attached to husband apd child and 
thoroughly domestic in her babits. Or. Dietz was a 
man of brilliant talents, accomplished, even-tem- 

and cheerful, kind and loveable, and boyishly 
ond of enjoyment. The pair were obsers ed to the 
last day romping like two children. Everyone liked 
Dr. Dietz, for he was affable to all and treated his 
inferiors with the consideration due fellow men. 
For several weeks before his death the doctor com- 
plained of severe pain in the head, and it was re- 
marked that he was irritable and at times morose. 
Only a few days before his death he expressed him 
self to the writer as perfectly satisfied with his life 
at Alcatraz aud unwilling to leave that post. 

A more pitiful and touching sight it were hard to 
conjure up than that which was presented when the 
Goverument steamer McDowell arrived at the Pre- 
sidio wharf on the afternoon of Jan. 30 with the two 
flower-laden caskets containing the bodies of the 
unfortunate doctor and his wife. As the band of the 
65th Artillery rendered the inexpressibly sad Trio 
from Beethoven's Funeral March, and the assem- 
bled troops presented arms, tears were seen to 
trickle down the cheek of many a veteran, and it 
was difficult for any one to maintain his composure. 
A grave had been prepared in the National Ceme- 
tery at the Presidio in which the bodies of the doo- 





tor and his wife were to rest side by side, butin 
compliance with telegraphic directions received at 
the last moment the coffin containing the remains 
of Mrs. Dietz was carried from the ve to a hearse 
in waiting, in order to be forwarded to her parents 
in the East, leaving the husband alone in death. 

May the unfortunate officer’s soul be at peace, and 
may his deed be forgiven and his memory held in 
kindly remembrance by the stricken parents of his 


poor young wife! May his orphaned son live and 
prosper ! Fy Bb.

MARE ISLAND NOTES. 


MARE ISLAND, Feb. 10, 1891. 


Two important improvements at this Navy-yard, 
which have dragged along for many years, are now 
in a fair way to be finished—the wharf along the 
river front and the stone drydock. Man appropri. 
ations have been made “for the completion ” of the 
latter, but it is only now that the granite lining at 
the west end is being carried up to the ground level. 
Civil Engr. Wolcott much regretted that he had to 
leave this undone. 

Tbe last six months have witnessed also a great 
improvement in the front street, which has been 
graded and macadamized from near the ferry to the 
machine shop. The neighborhood of the ordnance 
building and shot k has shared the work of pro- 
gress, and Admiral Benham will have the satisfac- 
tion of exhibiting to hie successor ‘something ac- 
complished, something done.”’ 

Capt. J. C. Watson, the courteous executive of the 
Yard, has before him the difficult duty of clearing 
up the unsightly collections of rubbish which have 
been accumulating for years and which can be 
paralleled in almost any of the Eastern navy-yards, 
greatly to their discredit. 

The Pacific Coast Srotaing and Reclamation Com- 
pany is soon tocommence dredging the mud from 
in front of the working part of the Yard. This de- 
posit is never ending and the cause of considerable 
expense—oft repeated. 

Orders to put the Swatara out of commission were 
joyfully received a few days ago by the officers and 
crew, who have been awaiting the action of the 
Navy Department fortwo months. Many of them 
had expected to get East by Christmas. Paymr. 
H. T. Stancliff, of this ship, has been condemned by 
medical survey and is minusa clerk, which makes 
his lot a bard one. 

A short cruise of 48 hours outside has proved the 
new cruiser San Francisco an exceedingly stanch 
and fairly steady craft. she fouud rough weather 
and manceuvred in it until everybody on board was 
satisfied, so much so that some will never try it 
again. When making 75 revolutions in a head sea 
she pitched, of course, and raced, but there was very 
little vibration observed. [nthe trough of the sea 
she rolled easily and not to exceed Ili degrees. Ow- 
ing to the slight immersion of her screws one or the 
other raced the greater part of the time. Like the 
Philadelphia, Newark and Bennington, she will be 
“wet.’”’ Thesponsons and chutes cause the seas to 
break and the water ascending is swept aboard by 
the wind very freely. Points 20 feetabove the water 
line were drenched. Unlike the Atlant«a, her bat- 
tery can be fired withoutstrain, or ome to joiner 
work, crockery, etc. A broadside disabled four guns 
by cracking the vertical shields and carrying away 
the lugs, but the inclined shields stood the test, as 
they bad previously done when in use on the 
Charleston. Those broken were sent out from the 
East, and the correction of these serious defects will 
result in further se! in getting the sbip on duty. 

The Alert case is likely to become celebrated. 
She has gotten as far as one of the mooring buoys, 
where she is now being overhauled by the ILnspec- 
tion Board. On Feb. 9 a Court of Inquiry, of which 
Capt. Wm. T. Sampson is to be president, con- 
vened on board to investigate the various questions 
atissue. ic is alleged that the opinions of the chief 
engineer are so emphatic that he will tender his 
resignation sooner than go to sea in a ship which he 
bas reported unsafe. 

The drydock above referred to is now working so 
successfully tbat itis claimed that it cost only $110 
to dock the Albatross last week, and that the basin 
was pumped dry in two hours. 

Lines of electric light poles are now visible on 
Mire Island and the middle of April should see the 
plant in operation. By some curious dispensation, 
the Naval Hospital, Naval Prison, and Marine Bar- 
racks, which contain about one-half of the popula- 
tion, are not to be “ wired.’’ The officers are pleased 
— their quarters will be most liberally provided 

or. 

The United States District Court in San Francisco 
is now occupied with the indictments found against 
Mr. James McCudden in connection with the coal 
supply last summer. His aitorneys interposed a de- 
wurrer which was argued Feb. 3. 








OUR ARMY OF TO-DAY. 


A WRITER in the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
* Shadow,’’ bas some sharp criticisms upon the 
management of Indian affaires which shows thor- 
ough mere, with the Army.

These 
good looking and dashing lieutenants who were 
dancing about the country, courting the girls and 
getting married afew weeks ago, and who on the 
tirst Indian warwboop went scurrying across the 
country to join their regiments and be in from the 
beginning, were born after our old Civil War was 
over. Tney are bearing our banners. The captains 
who are leading them were lads when the Rebellion 
rolled its force across the continent. The majors 
and the colonels were subalterns in our late war. 
The mature men of the great struggle, the promi- 
nent leaders, are in the grave, or perhaps en the re 
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tired list, if ot the Regular Army. Our Army is the 
Army of to-day. It  fotting to be as little known 
and cared for as the old Army before the war. But 
there it is, as it is; mostly facing the Indians, = 

i up its effects to ready to answer the call 
that ev one is now expecting. As that Army 
stands in this Indian war, so our country will stand 
among military powers. * * * So the Army seems 
as an autonomy—as a thing of the nation; as a 
weapon among nations. But there is a personal 
view that comes near us all. Weall havea young 
nephew or near or far kin in front of the bh es, Or 
preparing to go there. Led from business by a sym- 
pathetic touch I said: ‘But you look a little down 
to-day.’ With asigh that did not wholly abate his 
pride the father responded: ‘Yes, my boy is out 
there and it is his first danger, and his mother is 
anxious.’ rowing from ashop | saluted a mother 
with: ‘And how is your daughter, the fair bride?’ 
And the story came in: ‘Oh! she is well, but 
very anxious about her husband, for you know, he 
is out with his regiment in front of the Indians.’ 
Our flag, our Army, and our kin are involved in 
this dismal business with the Indians. We have the 
a to demand that there shall be no sacrifices of 
them.”

THE NEW CODE OF PUNISHMENTS. 


THE new code of punishments for the Army pre- 
pared in accordance with the act of Sept. 27, 1890, 
will be promulgated in G. O. from Army Headquar- 
ters within a few days. It has been agreed upon in all 
essential particulars by the Secretary of War, and is 
only waiting now for his action on a few minor 
points and the formal approval of the President. 
The new code provides that; 

The punishment for desertion shall not exceed the follow- 


ng: 

1. Io the case df a soldier who surrenders— 

(a) When such surrender is made within 30 days after de- 
sertion, confinement at hard labor, with forfeiture of pay 
and allowances, for three months. 

(b) When sncb surrender is made after an absence of more 
than 30 days and not more than 90 days, confinement at bard 
ae Cue forfeiture of pay and allowances, for six 
mont 

(c) When such surrender is mace after an absence of more 
than ninety days, dishonorable discharge, with forfeiture of 
all pay and allowances, and confinement at hard labor for 
18 months; provided, that in the case of a deserter who 
bad not been more than three months in the service, the 
confinement shall not exceed ten months. 

2. In the of a soldier who does not surrender— 

(a) When at the time of desertion he shali have been less 
than three months in the service, dishonorable discharge, 
with forfeiture of all pay and allowances, and confinement 
at hard labor for one year. 

(b) When at the time of desertion he shall have been three 
months or more but Jess than six months in the service, dis- 
honorable discharge, with forfeiture of all pay and allow- 
ances, and confinement at bard labor for 18 months. 

(c) When at the time of desertion he shall have been six 
montbs or more in the service, dishonorable discharge, with 
forfeiture of all pay and allowances, and confinement at 
bard labor for two years and six months. 

3. The foregoi limitations will be subject to modifica- 
tion under the following conditions : 

(a) Tbe punishment of a deserter may be increased by une 
year of confinement at bard labor in consideration of each 
previous conviction of desertion, and also by dishonorable 
discharge and forfeiture of all pay and allowances when not 
already authorized. 

(b) The punishment for desertion when joined in by two 
or more soldiers in the execution of a conspiracy, or for de- 
sertion in the presence of an outbreak of Indians or of any 
unlawful assemblage: which the troops may be ape 
shall not exceed dishonorable discharge, forfeiture of a l 
pay and allowances, and confinement at hard labor for five 


years. 

IIL. (L.) When a soldier shal] be found guilty of an offence 
cognizable when committed for the first time by an inferior 
court-martial his punishment therefor may exc the pre- 
scribed limit by one-half, if it shall appear that duriog his 
current enlistment and within two years preceding his trial 
he bas n once convicted of one offence or more; it may 
be doubled if be has been twice so convicted ; and it may be 
increased by one half of the prescribed limit for every such 
previous conviction, provided that upon proof of five or 
more previous convictions, the punishment may be that au- 
thorized fora fifth conviction or dishonorable discharge, 
with forfeiture of all and allowances. When found 
a A an offence cognizable only by a General Court- 
martial,and on proof of fiye or mcre previous convictions 
within the two years, dishonorable discharge, with forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances, may be added to any confinement 
at hard labor. And when a non-commissioned officer shail 
be found guilty of an offence not punishable by reduction, 
reduction may be added to the punishment if it shal] appear 
that be has been convicted of a military offence within one 
year and during bis current enlistment. 

(2.) After arriving at the findings, a Court-martial may be 
opened to receive evidence of previous convictions. ese 
convictions must be —— y the records of previous 
trials, or by duly authenticated orders promulgating the 
same, showing the actual offences of which the soldier was 
convicted, except in the cases of convictions by summary 
court, when a duly authenticated copy of the record of said 
court shall be deemed sufficient proof. Charges forwarded 
to the authority ordering a Genera: Court-martial or sub- 
mitted to a sum . garrison, or regimental court, must 
be accompatied by the proper evidence of such previous 
convictions as may have to be considered in determining 
upon asentence. Paragraphs 1017 and 1018 of the Regula- 
tions are superseded by this order. 

IV. This order prescribes the maximum limit of punish- 
ment for the offences named, and this limit is intended for 
those cases where the severest punishments should be 
awarded. In otber cases the punishment must be wees 
down according to the extenuating circumstances. Offences 
not herein provided for remain punishable as authorized by 
the Articles of War and the custom of the Service. 

V. Summary courts are subject to the restrictions named 
in the 8d Article of War. Soldiers against whom charges 
may be preferred for trial by summary court shall not be 
confined in the guardhouse, but shall be placed in arrest in 
quarters, before and during trialand while awaiting sen- 
tence, unless in particular cases restraint may be deemed 


necessary. 

VL. The following substitutions Sor pantne named 
= section 2 of this order are authorized at the discretion of 

e court: 

Detention of pay to the extent of four times the amount 
of the forfeiture; two days’ confinement at hard labor for 
one dollar of forfeited pay; one duy'’s solitary confine- 
ment ov bread and water diet for two days’ confine- 
ment at hard labor or for one dollar of forfeited pay; 
provided that a non-commussioned officer 


or offences may be brought within the punishing power of 
infenor sourte-tnertia as defined by the aad “Article of War, 
by substitution of pu ment under the provisions of this 


section, the aforesaid courts shall be deemed to have juris- 
diction of such offence or offences. 
VIL. ts if they object thereto, be 
brought to trial before mental, garrison, or summary 
courts-martial, without the authority of the officer com- 
petent to order their trial by general court-martial. Para- 
bay ed 105 and 254 of the Regulations, the latter as amended 
y General Orders, No. 67, series of 1890, Adjutant-General's 
Office, are modified accordingly. 





FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


Gen. Hawley is still watching his chance for call- 
ing up the artillery reorganization bill. Secretary 
Proctor has been very sanguine cf the prospects of 
this measure for some weeks past, but is growing 
less hopeful as the session progresses. 

An effort was made by Senator Gray on Feb. 19 to 
secure a night session of the Senate for the consider- 
ation of the Revenue Marine transfer bill, but in 
this he was unsuccessful. 

The Army, Military Academy and Fortifications 
bills now await approval by the President. The 
Sundry Civil has been reported in the Senate, and 
the General Deficiency by the House and is now 
being considered by the Senate Appropriation Com- 
mittee. The Naval Appropriation bill is still pend- 
ing in conference. 

The Senate Military Committee has made a favor- 
able report on the bill placing the name of Captain 
Wom. P. Hall, 5th Cav., on the Army Register above 
Capt. W. C. Forbush, according to the date of his 
commission of June 15, 1888. 

The bill to give Commo. Wm. K. Mayo the rank of 
rear admiral on the retired list was reported favor- 
ably = the Senate Naval Committee this week. 

The Senate Military Committee has made a favor- 
able report on the bill appropriating $100,000 for en- 
aang Ge military quarters at Fort Abraham Lin- 
coln, N. D. 

A bill relieving the contractors for the Concord 
from the payment of the time penalties on that 
vessel was introduced by Mr. Hawley on Feb. 12. 


The Senate bill appropriating $100,000 to com- 
mence the construction of a cavalry post at Essex 
z a, Vermont, was passed by the Senate on 

eb. 14. 

The bill to appoint a board to inquire into the 
oe age condition of Wm. C. Spencer, at the time 
of his resignation, and to report whether he was en- 
titled to retirement at that time, has both 
Houses of Congress and is now awaiting the ap- 
proval of the President. 

Amendments contemplating an appropriation of 
$45,000 for the construction of additional quarters at 
Columbus Bks., Ohio, and $60,000 for a storehouse at 
the military depot at Omaha, Neb., have been pro- 
posed to the Sundry Civil bill by Senators Payne 
and Manderson, respectively. 

The Senate Military Committee has made a favor- 
able report on the bill to restore Capt. Augustus 
Boyd, formertiy of the Ord. Dept., to bis former rank 
in the Army and place him on the retired list. 

The House Milit Committee bas made a favora- 
ble report on the bill authorizing the President to 
retire Sergts. Francis Long and Maurice Coppell, 
two of the seven survivors of the Lady Franklin 
oa Expedition. 

he bill was favorably reported by the Senate Na- 
val Committee, Feb. 10, granting 30 days’ leave of ab- 
sence annually to employees of the Navy Depart- 
ment without forfeiture of pay during such leave.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Army Appropriation bill has finally passed 
both Houses of Congress, and now awaits the signa- 
ture of thejPresident. The conferees had little trouble 
in reaching an agreement, for although there were 
37 amendments requiring adjustment, there were 
only one or two of any material importance. The 
House promptly accepted the amendment of the 
Senate striking out the proviso prohibiting retired 
officers from drawing two salaries from the Govern- 
ment. The provision concerning the rates to be paid 
land grant raiJroads for Army transportation was 
the only item to cause any protracted discussion. 
The clause was finally modified so as to fix the rate 
at 60 per cent. of the amount paid by private par- 
ties over thesame roads. With the exception of 
the amendment of the Senate striking out the ap- 
propriation of $50,000 for beginning the reconstruc- 
tion of Jefferson Barracks, Mo., all the other Senate 
amendments were accepted by the House conferees. 

Total for pay and general expenses of the Army 
is $13,227,679.19. Included in the itemsare the follow- 
ing: Pay, not to exceed 38 paymasters’ clerks, 30 
paymasters’ messengers; pay ($2,500) and travelling 
expenses for expert accountant of I.G. D. to be 
appointed by the Secretary of War, mileage not to 
exceed four cents per mile; additional pay $1,000, 
of officers in charge of public buildings, Washing- 
ton; $500 for commandant military prison; pay 
$1,500 of clerk classifying military information from 
abroad; “‘and the officers detailed to obtain the 
same shall be entitled to mileage and transportation, 
and also commutation of quarters while on this 
duty, as provided when on other duty.” For com- 
mutation of quarters, $170,000; for allowances fur 
travel, retained pay, clothing not drawn, and for 
interest on deposits, payable to enlisted men on 
discharge, $899,104.87; for mileage to officers when 
traveling on duty without troops, when authorized 
by law, $150,000.

GENERAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 


THE general deficiency—the last of the regular 
appropriation bills to be acted upon by the House 
Committee on Appropriation—was reported to the 
House, Feb. 17. {t provides $1,872,111 to supply de- 
ficiencies in the appropriation for the War Depart- 
went for the current fiscal year, and $1,091,096 for 
the Navy.

Tue letter of Lieut, A. D. Schenck on the subject 
of Life Insurance, published in the JouRNAL 
of Jan. 24, does not appear thus far to have con- 
verted to his views any of the “excellent lawyers in 
the ranks of the National Guard,” to whom he ap- 
pealed. Theexperience of practical men shows that 
the atcempt in business matters to get something for 
nothing, or too much for too little, always involvesa 
risk of disaster and loss. It isthe men who know 
nothing of finance and investment who are led 
astray by the temptation of high interest; the men 
of large fortunes learn by experience that the best, 
because the safest and surest investments, are in the 
bonds of the U.S. Government that give less than 
three per cent. perannum. This principle applies 
to life insurance; the best insurance is not that 
which is obtained on the most favorable terms but 
that which is accompanied by the most absolute 
guarantees of security. The liberality of such 
a company as that of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, which stands at the very head, is to be 
judged, therefore, by its own standard and not 
by those of inferior companies or of volun- 
tary organizafions, which have no accumula- 
tion of assets to guarantee against the unexpected 
call for heavy payments that may arise at any 
moment. I[t seems to us that such a company goes 
as far as it well can in meeting the needs of officers, 
The risk of war, whatever it is, must be calculated 
upon and provided for. Lieut. Schenck’s argument 
so far as it has any weight, simply goes to 
show that the Government should provide for the 
extra risk incurred by men drafted into its service. 
To seek by law, or by the creation of hostile public 
opinion, to throw this risk upon an insurance com- 
pany is to compel it to do wrong to the thou- 
sands of widows and orphans whose husbands and 
fathers have trusted tothe wise and conservative 
administration of the6ompany that guarantees the 
payment of the amount of life insurance agreed 
upon. Each class of insurers must of necessity bear 
the risk involved in their special liability to danger, 
if such there be. Experience does not show that it 
is great in the case of war, but whatever it may be 
it must in some way be met.

Tue Seric patent ribbed boiler tubes are reported 
to have behaved quite satisfactorily throughout a 
voyage to China, showing an appreciable saving in 
the coal bill.

By ordering the Baltimore to Valparaiso, the

Construc- 
tor Hiehborn is distributiug it as fast as copies are 
supplied from the Government Printing Office. 

ACCORDING to the Italia Militare e Marina, the 
Italian Navy consisted on January 1 of 62 vessels 10 
complete armament ('nclucing the first-class battle- 
ships Dandolo, Ancona and Cas‘elfidardo), aud 23 10 
reduced armament: 41 in the first category of the 
Reserve, and 24in the second category; 1ll¢io dis- 
armement, 2 being prepared fr service aud 28 in 
course of construction—in all, 294. 

THERE is much grumbling in the navy and outside 
the navy, too, says a London correspondent, at the 
Queen's interference with the name of one of two 
new ironclads to be launched at Portsmouth Feb. 26. 
It was to bave been oalied the Centaur, but a couple 
of mon'he agotbe Queen declared this to be changed 
to the Duke of Connaught. She bas chunged her 
mind agaip, and announced that it was to be valled 
the Royal Arthur. 

OutverR Twist has his prototype on board the 
Britisn guapery sbip Britannia, whero some of the 
cadets complained tbat the beef supplied at break- 
fast was “stinkiog,”’ and ordered the servants to re- 
move it. It was setisfactorily proved, however, 
that the wardroom officers bad partaken of a purtion 
of the same animal, and bad found the meat excel- 
lept. But perbaps thev prefer their meat in the con- 
dition of old cheese. Tastes diff-r. 

A UATE despatch from San Francisco indicates 
that in some respects the “final” trial tmp of the 
new steel cruiser, built at the Coon Iron Works, 
was not in all respects a success. The ship and ma- 
chinery performed most sati-factorily, but some of 
the battery details seem to bave gone wrong, and 
delay is expected in getting tbis fine sbip to sea on 
account of repairs necessary tothe gun mounts of 
the four 8 ia. breech-loading rifles with which she is 
armed. 

Ir is the intention of the Navy Department to 
wake use of the new code of punishments, just 
adopted by the Army, 1n the revision of the paval 
regulations that is now io progress. It will, of 
course, be impossible to amend the Articles of War 
relating to the Navy wiibout a spevial act similar to 
the one under which the new Army code has just 
been prepared, but the Navy Department hopes to 
be able to revise the regulations in such a way as to 
secure more uniformity in the senteuces of courts- 
martials, and thus accomplish the same end as con- 
templated by the Army. 

H. M. 8. Latona, the first of the improved vessels 
built under tbe provisions of the Naval Defence 
Act, bas bad a succers{ul trial in Engiaod. She is 
one of the 29 «bips known as “improved Medeas,” 
being of 3,400 tons displacement, 300 ft. long, 43 ft. 
beam, agatost the 2,800 tons, 265 ft. length. and 41 ft. 
beam of the Medea. This increase in length and dis- 
placement, witb the accom ps nying increase In boiler 
power bas overvome the objections to the Medeas, 
viz., cramped engine-rooms and bunkers, difficulty 
of working at full power, and consequent prysical 
exhaustion of the engive-room staff, and difficulty 
of steaming at high speed against a sea. 


AN attempt will be made at the Royal Naval Ex- 
hibition to bring togetber a collection of paval uni- 
forme, wbich should be very interesting. From offi 
cial and otber documents whicb have recently been 
discovered, there is cause for believing that masters 
ot royal ships and of the vessels of the Cinque ports 
wore livery, or hadges of office, as ear!y as the reigo 
of Edward iit, and certainly uoiform was worn in 
the reign of Queen E izibeth. There are, however, 
scarcely any specimeus of naval costume known to 
be in existence of earlier date than the present cen- 
tury; Jet there must bein many old family houses 
uviforms of bygone day», and, failing these, fashion 
plates, which, if gathered together, would help to 
thruw a light on pava! life in the past, besides being 
of antiquarian and historical value—Army and 
Navy Gazette.

The question of the stan 
ipg of the cbief engineers in the navy is causing 
mucb excited discussion in naval circles.” 

A SARCASTIC correspondent of the Boston Globe 
Proposes to meet the views of Navy officers who 
object to the foreign element in the Service by en- 
listiog Indians. He says: “ Now it is asserted that 
the Indians are theonly sinon pure Americans, and 
if we want our sbips manned as these officers de- 
sire, the Indian braves shoulda be called upon as 
they have been inthe Army. As fighting men are 
required the red man would enswer exceedinaly 
well, and the training vecessary would be but 
small, as men are vo longer required to go aloft, and 
as far as ‘guonery’ is concerned, the man who can 
touch the firing button or pull the lock string at 
tbe proper moment is tbe best cap'ain of a gun, re- 
gzardiess of super-scientific education, which is the 
fad in vogue at present, and which disgusts so many 
practical men. We have only one American officer 
descended from a race of Indian chiefs, and it is re- 
spestfully proposed to have him made the head of 
the Navy and with red men warriors to tight our 
guns, and the ‘foreign’ officers and the men dis- 
cbarged, the dream of the ‘reformers’ will be in- 
deed realized.”

WIL LIAM TECUMSEH SHERMAN. 

THE last time we remember hearing General 
Sherman speak, he said to his companions of the 
Loyal Legion: ‘* Gentlemen, you are killing me with 
kindness; it is a very pleasant death to die, but it 
is as sure as any other.” The combination in this 
noble soldier of companionable qualities with exalted 
reputation made him the subject of constant atten- 
tion, and he found little opportunity for the repose 
his years required. The end has come sooner than 
our hopes suggested, but hardly sooner than Gen- 
eral Sherman himself expected. 1n conversation 
with the lady who sat next to him at one of the 
last dinner companies he attended, in answer to her 
remark that she could always realize the coming of 
Death to others but never that it would surely come 
to herself, the General said that it was not so with 
him, for he lived daily with the thought of his own 
death in view, and there are various indications 
that he believed that it was near at hand. When- 
ever his marching orders might come, or whither- 
soever they might lead him, his soldierly spirit and 
training kept him always in readiness to obey them 
without amurmur. It needed no formal religious 
faith to bring him into sympathy with Whittier’s 
noble verse: 

“I know not where His ‘sland: lift 
Toeic fronded palms in air, 

I only know I cannot drift 
Bey ond His love and care.” 

The various orders we publish this week outline 
the story of Sherman’s career and the ex:racts we 
give of letters we have received from bim pré®ents 
some of his prominent characteristics in a clear light. 
To write adequately his history, to give a complete 
analysis of his character, would require a volume, 
not a page. The story of his achievements during 
the past twenty-seven years ison record in our 
columns and to most of our readers his character is 
well-known. 

Omitting his brief experience of eight years in 
civil life (1853-61) his connection with the Army 
extends over nearly half a century, dating from 
his admission to the Military Academy on the 1st 
of July, 1886. He graduated in 1840, number six 
in-a class which included George H. Thomas, Stew- 
art Van Vliet, R. S. Ewell, George W. Getty, Wm. 
Hays, Pinckney Lugenbeel, Wm. Steele, O. L. Shep- 
herd, H. D. Wallen, and Thomas Jordan. His first 
service was in the Florida war, and he was on duty 
in California during the war with Mexico. After 
a brief experience in civil life asa banker, major 
general of California militia, superintendent of a 
State military academy, and president of a St. 
Louis city railroad, he re-entered the Army on 
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May 14, 1861, as colonel of the 13th Infantry and 
received his appointment as brigadier general three 
days later, waiting, however, tor nearly another 
year for his promotion to major general of volun- 
teers, May 1, 1862. His appointment as brigadier 
general, U. 8. A., came on July 4, 1863, after the 
surrender of Vicksburg, and that of m«jor general 
Aug. 1241864, while he was besieging Atlanta. Oo 
the promotion of Grant, he was appointed lieu 
tenant general on July 25, 1866, and March 5, 1869, 
he succeeded Grant as General of the United States 
Army, generously anticipating his retirement, that 
he might make way for the promotion of Sheridan. 
Oa the 10:h of January, 1865, he received the 
thanks of Congress. 

Sueh are the titles inscribed upon.the escutcheon 
bearing the legends of engagements innumerable, in 
which Sherman bore the chief or a distinguished 
part : Shiloh, Vicksburg, Chattanooga; the battles 
in Georgia from Dalton to Atlanta and thence to 
the sea, and the lesser engagements thereafter, 
which terminated the grand march of Sherman's 
Army 2,600 miles to the capital of a restored Union, 
where he arrived May 24, 1865, to join his forces 
with thosé of Grant in a grand review before Presi 
deat Livcoln and his Cabinet. 

What a story of valor, of patient endurance and 
soldierly skill this record tells! Whatever disputes 
miy arise over its details, and however we may 
argue as to the proper distribution of merit, nothing 
will deprive William Tecumseh Sherman of the 
place he holds in history among the foremost sol- 
diers of the great contest. Brilliant and sometimes 
erratic, he formed a type by himself, and to his 
military reputation he has added that of a clear- 
sighted and intelligent thinker and an _ bonest 
speaker, one who:e words were always listened to 
with respect by an audience that included the whole 
country, for they were prompted by ardent patri- 
otism and guided to sound conclusions by saving 
common sense. 


ADMIRAL PORTER. 


One after another the ties that bind the Navy of 
to-day to that of an elder gereration are severed. 
Of the great American sailors who achieved more 
than national reputation during the war for the 
Union, nearly all are gone. Farragut ani Winslow 
and Foote and Dupont and Rowan have passed 
away, and now Porter has j>ined the majority. In 
many respects he wasa typical naval captaiv. 
While not destined to reach tbe full measure of re- 
nown accorded to Farragut, yet he alone of Ameri- 
can naval commanders has shared with Farragut 
the exalted grade of admiral, and his record of 
achievements well deserves a permanency of fame. 

The Porters are a family of sailors. The Ad- 
miral’s father was the renowned Commodore Por- 
ter of the Hssex; his grandfather commanded ves- 
sels in the patriot service during the Revolution; 
his granduncle was a vi:tim of the British prison 
ship Jersey ; his great grandfather was captain of 
a merchant vessel sailing out of Boston. How much 
farther back the nautical line of his ancestry wen} 
we do not know, but in the admiral’s own genera- 
tion its branches included one brother, Commander 
W. D. Porter, who took part under Foote iu the 
bombardment of Fort Henry, and afterwards in the 
the attack upon Vicksburg; another, Henry O., 
who was executive officer of the Hatteras when 
sunk by the Alabama. He also had a cousin, David 
H., who was a naval officer, and another cousin is 
General Fitz-John Porter, of the retired list of the 
Army. The present generation 1s represented by a 
son of the admiral, Lieut. Theodoric Porter, named 
for an uncle, who, as a lieutenant of the 4th I[afan- 
try, had been killed during the Mexican War, and by 
another son, Captain Carlile P. Porter, of the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

We find the future admiral at the age of eleven 
accompanying his father on a cruise against the 
buccaneers of the Gulf, and next, when scarcely in 
his teens, a midshipman in the Mexican service, 
which his father had also entered as chief navaj 
officer, after temporary suspension by our own 
Navy Department on the charge of exceeding bis 
orders. We see the youngster cruising under bis 
cousin, Captain D. H. Porter, against the merchant 
vessels of Spain, with which coantry Mexico was at 
war for her independence, and on one occasion, in 








, 


the brig Guerrero, engaged with the big Spanish 
frigate La Lealtad in « sanguinary confi:ct, during 
which the Americav captain was killed and his crew 
forced to surrender after heavy losses. This was a 
prompt entrance into a career of sea combat for 
this lad of fourteen. But it did not delay bim, after 
his release from imprisonment in Cuba, from join 

ing our own Navy as a midshipman, Feb. 2, 1829, 
at the age of fifteen. We find him after various 
cruises and bydrographic work taking part as a 
lieutenant in the naval engagements around Vera 
Cruz during the Mexican war, where be also com- 
manded the Spitfire, one of Tattnall’s mosquito 
fleet; then under a furlough becoming a captain in 
the Panama steamship line from New York, and 
afterwards engaged in coast survey and navy-yard 
work. He wasin charge of the Supply when she 
bro"ght camels for use in the Southwest. 

When the Civil War broke out, his share in t 
began very early, since, in command of the Pow 
hatan, he took part in the reinforcement of Fort 
Pickens. Commissioned as a commander shortly 
after the fall of Sumcer, he was first engaged in 
the Gulf on blockading duty, and then, in charge 
of the mortar flotilla, bombarded Forts Jackson 
and St. Philip, as a preliminary to Farragut’s run- 
ning by them with his main sqaadron. After- 
wards he -went up the Mississippi with Farragut 
and bombarded the Vicksburg batteries with his 
mortar schooners, so that Farragut’s vessels could 
run by. Later on he relieved Flag Officer Davis in 
charge of the Mississippi squadron, and gt Vicks- 
burg again ‘proved of great service to . Grant 
through the long series of operations which ended 
in the surrender of that place on July 4, 1863. As 
he had once been thanked by. Congress by name 
for his share in the victory at Arkansas Post, so he 
was thanked again by name for his services at 
Vicksburg, and his commission as rear admiral was 
dated from its surrender. 

Early in 1864 when the Red River expedition was 
undertaken, the admiral supported General Banks 
with his fleet; and when the failure of the land 
forces left the vessels in a dangerous plight, he 
brought them out in safety. At the end of that 
year he supported General Butler in the first attack, 
and General Terry in the second attack upon Fort 
Fisher. When the fort surrendered, after Terry’s 
brilliant assault, Admiral Porter’s share was ac- 
knowledged in his third .vote of thanks by name 
from Congress. 

The traits which commanded success 1n all these 
operations are clear. They included boldness, re- 
sourcefulness, a thorough knowledge of his profes” 
sion and pertinacity. Admiral Porter was very 
quick at invention and full of devices for accom. 
plishing an end. He was indefatigable, and did not 
lose heart under discouragements. At Vicksburg 
he resembled Grant himself in his persistent trying 
of all sorts of experiments to accomplish the desired 
purpose. His first attempt to force his way through 
the b yous was no sooner checked than he had be 
gun another and still louger and more difficult route 
through Rolling Fork and the Sunflower. And that 
route he followed so far that only by the greatest 
skill and energy could he find his way back on find. 
ing that his path was blocked by trees felled across 
the streams both in tront andin rear. But bis 
cheery courage and industry extricated his fleet 
there, as afterwards in the Red River expedition, 
when the obstacles were artillery on the banks and 
the falling water. 

Another trait of the Admiral was his readiness 
to appreciate the suggestions of others. He never 
rejected an idea simply because of its novelty; and 
this promptness to receive and adopt the views sub- 
mitted to him was often of great advantage, as, for 
example, in the dam constructed by Lieut.-Col. 
Bailey, by which the fleet was saved in the Red 
River“ expedition. We have heard an officer say 
that at Vicksburg the Admiral was accustomed to 
have a plate set at breakfast on bis flagship, the 
Benton, for ‘each commander of a vessel in bi 
squadron, lying near by, and that he expected thea 
all to be there. He would then speak of the day’s 
work, and give officers great discretion in fulfilling 
their parts. He had that view of the co-operation 
of all in the common work which other successful 
commanders, like Grant, Farragut, Sherman and 





Sheridan, manifested; and while he expected hard ' 


and faithfal work frcm them, he was ready with ae- 
kpowledgments when it was done. He never spared 
pains in aiding others, and asked like fidelity to bis 
own purposes. 

To say that the admiral had bis shortcomings is 
to say that he was human; but they were of a kind 
that brought trouble rather to himself thar to the 
country he served so well. For example, be was 
wont to put down criticisms of men and things 
bluntly and hastily, in private letters, where a less 
frank and more cautious nature would bave said 
nothing, or expressed itself more guardedly. Im 
this directness and absence of craft a parallelism to 
Sherman is suggested. But judging the man by bis 
work, we can have no hesitation in declaring that 
the honors so freely awarded to Admiral Porter are- 
well merited and that his career is offe in whieh the 
American Navy will long find a source of inspira- 
tion and pride. 








PUNISHMENT SHOULD FIT THE ORIMED 


Our attention has been called recently te the 
practice throughout the Army of confining men im 
the guardhouse for trivial offences, and keeping, 
them there until their cases are disposed’ of by 
Court-martial. Doubtless under the Summary 
Court system, now in operation, the length of time 
men are thus kept in confinement is considerably: 
les ened, but the point at issue is, should there be» 
confinement at all for trivial offences committed im 
garrison? The 66th Article of War directs that 
‘Soldiers charged with crimes shall be confined 
until tried by Court-martial or released by proper’ 
authority;” but all violations of the military code- 
are not crimes within the meaning of these articles, 
for the 62d mak»s a distinction between crimes and 
venial offences by the expressiun: ‘‘ All crimes not 
capital, and all disorders and neglects.” Many 
argue from this, and with reason, that the 66tim 
Article does not demand the confinement of sol- 
diers charged witb minor offences, but that it does 
require, for obvious reasons, the confinement of 
soldiers charged with crimes. Why should a soldier 
who has failed to answer a roll call, or neglected to- 
blacken his shoes before coming on parade, or com- 
mitted some other small infraction of the essential 
rules for good order and discipline, be thrust into 
the guardhouse, there to await trial and the usual 
result, a small fine ? 

One remedy for this would be to provide that 
soldiers charged with mivor offences shall, if fit for 
duty, remain on duty until there cases can be d@is— 
posed of by a Court, but we somewhat incline; in 
this regard, to the British system, by which a com-- 
pany commander has power, within certain limits, 
to punish a soldier for asmall offence. For instance,. 
if a captain inspecting his company notes a man 
with dirty belts, or shoes, etc., he can at once- 
direct a micor punishment, such as confinement to- 
barracks for a period not to exceed three days, and! 
in the case of a habitual offender in small respects, 
his confinement to barracks may be accompanied 
by what is known as pack drill. Now that there is: 
such an evident desire on the part of the military 
authorities to regulate punishments so that they 
may fit the offences committed, this matter of 
punishment for minor breaches of discipline may be- 
worthy of attention.

superior military authorities are not uomiodfaf off 
the necessity for improvement is evidenced by the» 
constant endeavors now being made to enforce a 
thorough system of instruction—practical and the-- 
oretical—for non-commissioned officers of the cay- 
alry, artillery, and infantry in their respeetive- 
arms. Oongress has been repeatedly asked to ‘as- 
sist by a just incrcasa of pay, but Congress don’t 
always do what is asked of it, so the question of’ 
pay is still in abeyance. Bat, in the meantime,. 
captains and colonels can do much in the direetiona 
indicated by inaugurating a system of competitive 





examinations within the regiment. Indeed, we are 
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of opinion that many of them have already done so. 
1: has been often said that personal service rendered 
voluntarily was a powo>rful factor in the mat- 
ter of promotion to non-commissioned grades. 
Such can hardly be the case nowadays and could 
never be the case if commanders in garrison should 
make it their especial duty 10 see that promotions 
are bestowed on account of merit, character, and 
efficiency and not from persoual motives. 








War Department officials are immensely pleased 
over the passage of tke bill for enlarging Platts- 
burgh Barracks. In many respects this is regarded 
as the most important site for a large military post 
in the country. Its close proximity to the Cana- 
dian border and to Montreal, and its many natural 
a‘lvantages, gives it a strategie value in the evect of 
war with England that cannot be overestimated. 
The purpose is to make it a permanent point of lo- 
cation for a regiment of infantry and a battery or 
two of artiliery, which is to be used as a nucleus 
for the formation of an army or corps which would 
be hastily assembled there in any emergency for 
the purpose of crossing the northern border and 
taking possession of the channels by which an 
enemy might otherwise send any vessels into the 
Lakes. 


Tue President baving approved the act for the 
transfer of offi sers 64 years of age from the limited 
to the unlimited retired list, the order for the re- 
tirement of the entire list of officers who have been 
found disabled by retiring boards is now being pre- 
pared and will be issued within a very few days. In 
anticipation of these retirements, orders are pow 
eing issued reconvening promotion boards to ex- 
amine officers who will become entitled to pro- 
motien during the present year. About 200 officers 
in all will be examined during the next few weeks. 
There were some errors in our report of the officers 
on the waiting retirement list, and we republish it 
corrected as follows:

In addition to the 96 officers who we stated last 
week would be immediately transferred from the 
limited to the unlimited list on account of age 
under the act just approved by the President, there 
will be six others wbo will be transferred under the 
final clause of the bill which provides “ that officers 
who have been placed on the retired list by special 
autbority of Congress sball not form part of the 
limited retired list established by this act. [t was at 
firat supposed that the proviso applied only to those 
who wight hereafter be restored to the Army, but a 
more careful reading of the bill makes it quite clear 
that it applies to those of this class already on the 
list. There are a number of retired officers who 
were retired under special acts of Congress, but the 
following are the only ones who are included in the 
limited list, the list baving been extended for the 
benefit of all the others: Brig.-Gen. W. A. Ham- 
mond, Col. Joseph Conrad, Lieut.-Col. F. O. Wyse, 
Capt. J. H. Walker, Major Philip Stanhope and 
Capt. Tbomas B. Hunt. One hundred and two offi 
cers will thus be transferred to the unlimited list at 
once. The present limited list comprises 392, and by 
these transfers it will be reduced to 290, leaving just 
60 vacancies, or a sufficient number to retire all the 
disabled officers now awaiting retirement. Only 
those whose incapacity is beyond doubt will be re- 
tired. There will be further inquiry into the physical 
condition of some of those who have improved in 
health since they were last examined. The proba- 
bilities are, bowever, that there will bs few cases of 
this kind, and the Department is disposed to finda 
full quota.

Between two and three hundred 
members and invited guests were present, and 
thanks to the excellent arrangements,of the ener- 
getic recorder, Major Huxford, the affair was in all 
respects a great success, though the melancholy 
pews coming from General Sherman just at that 
time had a saddening effect upon the assemblage. 
Senator Mauderson, the Commander, presided most 
admirably, and excellent speeches were made by 
Vice President Morton, Senators Frye, Wolcott, Haw- 
ley, Reprisentatives Alley, Lacey and other old sol- 
diers, Mi. Justice Brewer, Senor Romero, of 
Mexico, and the Braz lian Minister. At a business 
meeting preceding the banquet, Majors Wm. St. 
George Elliott and Chas. T. Yoder, Captain 8. H. 
Merrill and Lieut. W. F. Sanders, U.S. V., were 
elected members of the 1st class and Lieut. Fayette 
W. Roe, U. S. Army, a member of the 2d class. The 
Commandery now numbers 527 members. 








Mayor-GENERAL SCHOFIELD presents some very 
strong arguments in favor of an increase of the en- 
listed force of tbe Army ina paper laid before the 
House by Gen. Cutcheon Feb. 11. The paper was 
called for by Gen. Cutcheon with the view to show- 
ing the limit of our capacity to concentrate troops 
during the late Indian troubles. Gen. Schofield 
says: “ A caretul estimate made at the present time 
leads to the conclusion that if the emergency had 
required it about 422 cavalry, 1956 infantry and 
1,261 artillery, mostly acting as infantry, might 
have been added tothe forces under Gen. Miles’s 
command; so that if the hostile Indiaus near Pine 
Ridge had been so numerous as to require such 
action, it@rould have been possible to concentrate 
there a force amounting in enlisted strength to 1,818 
cavalry, 3,106 infantry, and 1,251 artillery; total, 
6,175." A table was also presented from the Adju- 
tant-General showing the troop: in each depart- 
ment, showing those available for duty, those on 
extra duty, those sick, and those present and absent 
from all causes. 








It 1s understood that the President bas decided 
to veto the bill for the appointment of Dr. F.C. 
Ainsworth as Chi+f of the Record and Pension 
Office of the War Department, with the rank of 
colonel. He objects to the language of the act, 
which makes it incumbent upon bim toappoint a 
particular person to an office from which he cannot 
be removed by any act of the President. The Presi- 
dent’s attention has been called to measures be has 
approved for the appointment of officers specially 
named for designated positions on the retired list 
of the Army, but he insists that the case 
in question is unprecedented and unconstitutional; 
and objects to conferring high military rank for life 
upon an officer for performing what is essentially 
civil work. 








In an article last October on the Summary Court 
martial system then established by law, we adverted 
to the fact that in the JourvNAL of July 16, 1837, we 
published aletter from Captain John W. French, 
25th U.S. Infantry, advocating the main features of 
the Summary Court, etc. Our attention is now 
called to a report dated Aug. 16, 1882, by Capt. J. W. 
Clous, 24th U. 8. Infantry, then Judge Advocate, 
Department of Texas (now maj orand Judge Advo- 
cate, on duty at West Point), in which he set forth 
the ineffectiveness, etc., of garrison courts, and 
urged legal measures, so that soldiers committing 
minor offences might be brought promptly to jus- 
tice. General Augurin forwarding the report also 
recommended a change. 








Tue Kansas City Star quotes a soldier, asking 
*“* How is the crime of desertion punished ? ™ as irre- 
verently replying: ‘ lt is not punvished so heavily 
now. They give a fellow a couple of stretches in the 
pen where be used to get five. The three months 
rule goes, too, for good behavior, so any one who 
takes bis gruel quietly can get out in 18 months.” 
To the question, which arm of the Service was gen- 
erally preferred, he said: ‘‘Some like the cavairy. 
There are some ducks who never feel real good—- 
never feel like they were really in it unless they're 
mounted on a horse. Them's the fellows who like 
the cavalry. Now, [ belong to the infantry and 
don’t want anything to do with a horse—dun’t want 
to see one.”’ 





Tue St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: ‘ Missouri 
furnishes bet*er cavairy horses than any Stace in 
t@e Union. Gen. Biward Hatch, formerly colonel 
of the 9cb, once failed ia his Indian campaign be- 
cause his horses were too fine. The remounts for 
the regiment had been bought in Kentucky, and 
made a splendid show on parade, but when it came 
to making a long campaign on insufficient forage 
and scanty water, through an arid and broken 
country, the horses proved to be wofully deficient.”

Tue United Service Gazette says: ‘The report of

The point of 
the joke is that at the time this occurred General 
Schofield had been a major-general almost seven 
years.

The death of Wm. Tecumseh Sherman, which took place 
to-day at his residence in the city of New York, at 1.50 P. m., 
isan event that will bring sorrow to the heart of every pa- 
triotic citizen. No living American wasso loved and ven- 
erated as he. look upon his face, to hear bis name, was 
to have oae’s love of country intensified. He served his 
country not for fame, not outof a sense of professional 
duty, but for love of the flag and of the beneficent civil in- 
stitutions of which it was the embiem. 

He was an ideal soldier, and shared to the fullest the esprit 
du corps of the Army; but he ch the civil institu. 
tions organized under the Constitution, and was only a sol- 
dier that these might be perpetuated in undiminished use- 
fulness and honor. He was in nothing an imitator. A p i 
found student of miiitary science and precedent, be drew 
from them principles and suggestions, and so adapted them 
to novel conditions thet his campaigns will continue to be 
the profitable study of the military protession throughout 
the world. His genial pature m bim comrade to every 
soldier of the great Union Army. No presence was so wel- 
come and inspiring at the camp fire or commandery as his, 
His career was complete; his honors were full. 

He had received from the Government the highest rank 
known to our military establishment, and from the people 
unstinted gratitude and love. No word of mine can add to 
bistame. His death bas followed in startling quickness that 
of the Admiral ot the Navy, and it is a sad and notable inci- 
dent that when the Department under which he served shall 
bave put on the usual emblems of mourning, four of the 
Executive Departments will be simultaneously draped in 
black, and one other has but to-day removed the crape from 
its walls.

The numbor of men in line in the funeral escort is 
estimated at 13,000 and the crowds that lined the 
streets and covered the rooi tops were to be counted 
by the hundreds of thousands, the cities adjacent 
to New York adding their quota. The spectators 
were guiet, and even reverentin their behavior and 
perfect order was maintained. The church bells 
tolled in New York and in the cities along the route 
to St. Louis as the funeral train passed, and each 
place contributed its quota of waiting spectators. 
At some places bands played appropriate music and 
cannon sounded a salute. Everywhere the flags were 
flying at half-mast.

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SOME LETTERS FROM GENERAL SHERMAN. 


Duane the last twenty-five years of General Sher- 
man's life the editor of the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL was indebted to him for numerous fnendly sug- 
gestions concerning Army wattere, as well as for 
letters giving very freely his opinions on various 
matters of current interest. Many of bis letters 
were confidential at the time they were written and 
most of them still continue so, but from the series 
of nearly forty letters in all we make some extracts 
which will we think be of interest to our readers 
First in the series is the letter which follows on the 
subject of reconstruction : 

GENERAL SHERMAN'S VIEWS ON RECONSTRUCTION. 

LANCASTER, OnTO, July 28, 1865. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Mr. Eprror: * * in military movements [ have 
always kept in mind to undertake “ great things,” 
leaving little ones to adjust themselves to results, I 
believe it would be better to adopt the same prin- 
ciple in State matters and the faults now committed 
are in our National Government bothering itself in 
little, dirty, petty matters, which if left alone would 
adjust themselves, or be taken ware of by local au- 
thorities. I want to put the machinery of Govern- 
ment at work again, for I know that 9 10ths of the 
parties lately at war are pow as anxious to get to 
work as weare. They will never again rebel—the 
1-10th “ miscbievous” cannot be touched by any 
process yet incicated, but will be punisbed by their 
Own quiet neighbors in time. * The n are free 
and must be treated as such,” and the U.S. Govern- 
ment must guarantee and assure that freedom. But 
the negroes are not qualified to vote, and it will be 
time enough to make that a subject of political 
strife when they do so become. Mexico and South 
Awerica will forever be kept in a species of anarchy 
by reason of the mixture of races, and we should 

m for the sake of the futureto keep power and 
influence in the hands of the most energetic and 
stable race, white. 

Of course, we of the military must stand by the 
constituted authorities, but when called on for opia- 
ions we should give them. 1 wish you well and hope 
that you will maintain a good paper, which I shall

AMID the most imposing and touching ceremonies 
the remains of that great naval hero, Admiral David 
D. Porter, U. 8. Navy, were borne to their last rest- 
ing place and interred at Arlington on Feb. 17.

Occupying chairs on either side of the casket were 
members of the family, President and Mrs. Harri-

a rong of prominent Army and Navy officers and 
many of the leading citizens of Washington. Gov. 
Pattison, of Pennsylvania, and staff occupied seats 
near the casket. 

The honorary pall bearers were Vice President 
Morton, Senator Manderson, of Nebraska; Senator 
MoPherson, of New Jersey; Senator Lm of 
Connecticut; Gov. Pattison, of Pennsylvania; Maj.- 
Gen. Schofield, CU. 8. A,; Admiral Crosby, 
U.8.N.; Rear Admiral Stevens, U. 8. N.; Rear Ad- 
miral Almy, U. 8S. N.; Rear Admiral Worden, 
U.S. N.; Rear Admiral Jouett, U.S. N.; Rear Ad- 
miral Queen, U.S. N.; Gen. Jos. E. Johnston, late 

A., and Representative Boutelle, of Maine. 

A battalion of marines and nearly all the Navy 
officers stationed in Washington, dressed 1n full uni- 
form, with side arms, were drawn up on the side- 
walk opposite the late admiral’s residence. As the 
casket was borne from the house the band paves 
a dirge, the marines came to a present arms, the offi- 
cers uncovered, and the drums sounded off ruffies. 

The procession moved to Arlington in the follow- 
ing order:

Rear Admiral Kimberly and staff ; 
Marine Band, 

Marine battalion, under command of Lieut.-Col, Tilton, 
formed of men taken from the Navy-yards at Nor- 
folk, Annapolis and Wasbington ;

Grand Army Posts and Sons of Veterans, 
The hearse, drawn by 4 ey with sailors walking on 
either side. 


At the grave Rev. F. H. Bigelow, of St. James 
Church, read the Episcopal burial service, and the 
ritual of the G. A. R. was performed by the officers 
of Naval Post No. 10, of Philadelphia, of which Ad- 
miral Porter was a member. 

The President was informed of Admiral Porter's 
death and sent a message of sympathy to the fam- 
ily. He subsequently sent a message to Congress, 
and ip the afternoon issued an executive order clos- 
ing the executive departments on the day of the 
funeral, and directing that the flags on all public 
buildings be placed at half mast on that occasion. 
In his message to Congress he said: 


The Admiral of the Navy, David Dixon Porter, died at his 
residence in the city of Washington this morning at 8.15 
o’clock, in the seventy-eighth year of bis age. He entered 
the Naval Service as a midshipman, Fwb. 2, 18298,and had 
been since continuously in service, having been made ad- 
miral Aug. 15, 1870. He wasthe son of Commodore David 
Porter, one of the greatest of our naval commanders, His 
service during the civil War was conspicuously brilliant and 
successtul, andghis;death ends avery high and honorable 
career. His countrymen will sincerely mourn bis loss, while 
they cherish with grateful pride the memory of his deeds. 
To officers of the Navy his life will continue to yield in- 
spiration and encouragement. 


Secretary Tracy issued the following general 
order on Feb. 13: 


The Secretary of the vy has the painful euty of an- 
nouncing tothe Navy and the country the death of the 
highest officer of the Service. David Dixon Porter, Admiral 
of the Navy, died at Washington, D. C., at 8.15 o’clock this 
morning in the seventy-eighth year of bis aze. 

Sixty years of Admiral Porter's life were actively devoted 
to the service of his country. The record of his deeds form 
one of the brightest pases of its bistory. Hus achievements 
while in command of the mortar flotilla at the attack of the 
New Orleans torts, of the Mississippi squadron at the fall of 
Vicksburg, avd of the North Atlantic squadron at the cap- 
ture of Fort Fisher have given him a place among the fore- 
most of the world’s naval commanders. He dies lamented 
by the whole country, aud bis memory will forever be cher- 
isbed and held in honor by the service. 

Qn the day of the fureral the Navy Department will be 
closed, the flag will be displayed at half mast at all Navy- 
Yards and stations and on board ali ships in commission, 
and seventeen minute guns will be fired at noon from each 
Navy-Yard. The Navy Department will be draped, and ail 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps will wear the badge 
of mourning for thirty days.” 


The Acting Secretary of the Treasury directed 
that the ensigns of all revenue vessels and light- 
house tenders to be placed at half mast on the day 
of the funeral. 

When the announcemert of Admiral Porter’s 
death was made in the Senate eulogistic addresses 
were made by Mr. Chandler, Mr. Plumb and Mr. 
Hale and the Senate adjourned.

An heat mee made of steel treated by the 
surface-devarbonized process, mounted by H. A. 
Harvey, of Newark, N.J., was tested at the An. 
napolis Proving Grounds on Feb. 14, with highly 
satisfactory results. Six projectiles—three Holtzer 
and three Carpenter—were fired against the plate, 
and two of the latter were shattered into small 
fragments, effecting ony about four inches of pene- 
tration of the plate. he of the Holtzer projec- 
tiles directed against the centre of the plate pene- 
trated perhaps ten inches and was badly broker up. 
The Carpenter projectiles, manufactured in this 
country, behaved nearly if not quite as well as the 
Holtzer. A preliminary contractor's test was also 
made by the Navy Department on Saturday of six 
and eight-inch Carpenter armor-piercing projec- 
tiles, with the result that the Carpenter Steel Com- 
pany has been directed to saneeell at once with the 
completion of the contract, their shells having been 
considered extremely satisfactory. All the new 
cruisers will now be furnished with armor-piercing 
projectiles. 





At the end of a long debate in the House of Com- 
mons, the motion to appoint a Royal Commission to 
report upon the alleged defects of the new magazine 
tifie was lost. The Secretary for War defended both 
his department and his rifle, stating that “it is un- 
doubtedly the best rifle that could have been chosen 
at the time it was chosen, and that at the present 
time it was a thoroughly good rifle for its purpose, 
if not absolutely the best rifle that could at this 
moment be chosen.” 





Of the 110-ton gun of H. M. S. Sans Pareil the ex- 
perts report *“‘that the muzzle of the gun droops 
slightly, and bends slightly to the right, and the 
tubes have, near the muzzie, very slightly moved 
apart, so that in places it is possible to insert the 
edge of a pen-knife between them.”’ 





In an article on the “erosion of iron,” read by 
Mr. R. Irvine before the Scottish section of the So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry, it was shown that the 
use for the same structure of iron of different kinds, 
such as cast and malleable iron, resulted in galvanic 
action and the destruction of the weaker metal. 








A MAN’S VOICE,

did the least military service there can be no doubt.

REVENUE MARINE. 


The Acting Secretary of the Treasury has approved the 
recommendation of the Board of Revenue Marine officers— 
Capt. J. H. Parker, Surg. H. W. Sawtelle and ist Lt. C. F. 
Shoemaker—which was appointed on Feb. 2 to investigate 
charges made by pt. A, A. Fengar, commanding the 
we , at Portland, Me., against Cadets Wm. 8S. Van 
Cott and James H. Scott. The board found Cadet Van Cott 
“to bave been intoxicated on the evening of Jan. 19, 1891, in 
a public hall at Castine, Me., and to have been brought on 
board the Wi in a state of beastly intoxication by 
one of the crew, and further that on the 2ist of that month 
he received on board that vessel a lewd woman and har- 
bored her until she was ordered on shore by an officer of the 
vessel. board recommended that this cadet be dis- 


missed. 

In the case of Cadet Scott, the board found that he was 
intoxicated at the same place and time, and that he engaged 
in a disgraceful fight at the hall with one of the crew and 
returned to the vessel under the influence of liquor. He 
was recommended to be publicly reprimanded, thac his pro- 
motion to the grade of 3d lieutenant be suspended for three 
months, and that he be required to complete the quaran- 
tine of 30 days imposed by bis commanding officer. 

In the r carrying out the recommenaution of the 
board and containing reprimand for Cadet Scott, the 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury says: “The conduct of 
Cadet Scott on the oecasion referred to was disgraccful io 
the extreme and constitutes an offence that cannot be tol- 
erated, and one that renders bim_liable to the severest pun- 
ishment within the power of the De; artment to inflict.’

REORGANIZATION OF THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


For several weeks past items have appeared in different 
papers in reference to a “ so-called reorganization ” of the 
National Guard of New York, abolishing the four brigades, 
selecting the office of a major-general, who shall 
have direct control of the entire force, and mak- 
ing the office of adjutant-general a permanent one. 
No such scheme as cited has ever been considered 
or beard of at general headquarters, except through 
the newspapers. Adjt.-Gen. Josiah Porter has been credited 
with favoring the reorganization scheme, and also that of a 
permanent adjutant-general, says such statements are un- 
true. The present compact organization of the State force 
from the old top-heavy force of four divisions and eight 
brigades, which existed a few years ago, was due to the 
efforts of Adjutant-General Porter, after a careful con- 
sideration as to the best requirements for the service, and 
the result of Genera! Porter’s plan, which is the present or- 
ganization, has certainly proved satisfactory. Just why 
the four brigade organization, so efficiently commanded 
by Brigadier-Generals Fitzgerald, McLeer, Doyle and Oliver, 
sbould be abolished, is not explained by the items in ques- 
tion, nor are the advantages to be gained by such a pro- 
cedure set forth. The question of organizing the State 
force into a division, consisting of the four brigade, to be 
in command of a major-general, is another matter, and 
there are some who favor such a plan. But any 
scheme tending to abolish the several intermediate head- 
quarters could hardly be considered.

SomME valuable hints are given in the Government 
report of its testsof baking powders upon their 
keeping qualities.

houses. This high test, however, the investigation 
by the Agricultural Department showed, was at the 
sacrifice of the keeping quality. One particular 
rample which when tested twice within an hour 
after being mixed gave an average of 124 per cent. 
of gat, was found when tested a few days later to 
contain but 81¢ per cent., aan lost a full third of 
its leavening power. Such powders as these should 
not be bought by the Government, no matter what 
the fresh test shows, or what the representations 
made for the purpose of selling them. 

When samples of various baking wders bave 
been purchased from the market and tested by the 
Government chemists and others, the reports have 
revealed the facts pot only that the Royal contains 
when fresh from 12 to 40 per cent. more leavening 
gas than any other powder ; but that, when submit- 
ted to subsequent tests, while the Royal had retained 
its full streagth the others had lost from 16 to 50 
per cent. of their original leavening power.
